"I visited 
all th e w inter resorts in t h e 
country last w inter, and all of 
them have safer and

roads than our road betw een 
Palm Springs and the S n o w 
Creek bridge," the councilman 
reported. 


Knowing Frank Shannon 
as 
w ell as w e do, w e know he is 
not addicted to exaggeration. On 
th e contrary, he is rated as an 
ultra-conservative. 
We 
have 
heard m any unfavorable 
com­ 
m ents from w inter guests 
re­ 
garding this road. "W hat’s the 
'm a tte r w ith you folks? H aven’t 
you any friends in the state cap­ 
ítol or the county seat?”, w e were 
asked by one tourist. We explain­ 
ed th at this is a state road, and 
only the state highw ay commis­ 
sion could do som ething about 
it. 


"Windy Poinl" is 
probably 
the most dangerous spot on the 
road, but when the slate high­ 
way department was asked lo 
investigate this haxard the re­ 
port came back that the stale 
had 
tested 
this 
particular 
stretch and found that it is per­ 
fectly safe when negotiated at 
legal speed. Yet, we doubt if 
there is another spot in t h e 
stale, of equal traffic, that has 
had 
as 
many 
a c c i d e n t s . 
A number of people who al­ 
legedly 
traveled 
at 
"legal 
speed" have come to grief at 
Windy Point. It 
seems 
that 
they 
were 
unable 
to 
look 
around a corner or through a 
hill of solid rock. 


Judging from the num ber of 
com plaints, we all seem to agree, 
except the state highw ay com­ 
mission, that the point should be 
“shot off,” the highw ay straight­ 
ened and widened. In fact, it 
should be w idened 
from 
the 
bridge to Palm Springs. 
In order that the highw ay com­ 
m issioners may see for 
them ­ 
selves, F rank Shannon w ill invite 
them to travel over the road when 
th ey hold their A pril m eeting in 
R iverside on the 19th and 20th. 
Ju st to m ake the trip a 
little 
m ore interesting, he’s going to 
see to it that they have a good 
d in n er in Palm Springs, and then 
tra v e l over the Palm s to Pines 
highw ay to Idyllw ild and back 
to Riverside via Hemet. Incident­ 
ally, he will call their attention 
to the narrow underpass at the 
railroad tracks near H ighw ay 99, 
W indy Point, and the 
narrow, 
dangerous road from the bridge 
o n in.

BURIED TREASURE ON DESERT 


FAMOUS BLIND PIANIST 
IN CONCERT MARCH 15 
AT PLAZA THEATRE HERE 


Twenty-five piece bronze desk set Indian claims he dug up on 
the desert near Palm Springs in February.

Is it loot stolen m any years 
ago from some w ealthy home or 
office? Was it buried by th e ow n­ 
er for safe keeping? W as it just 
lost and later covered 
by the 
wind-blown drifting sands? W hat 
is the m ystery of 
the 
buried 
treasure reportedly found by an 
Indian last month on the desert 
near Deep Well G uest Ranch? 
This is the riddle that has baffled 
Palm Springs police for more 
th an two weeks. 
The buried treasure is a very 
ornate bronze desk set of heavy 
construction 
supposedly 
d u g 
from the ground near Deep Well 
about February 9 by G uy Brown, 
an Indian from a 
reservation 
near Patton. Brown claim ed that 
the 20 or 25 individual pieces th at 
m ake up the complete set w ere 
all contained in an old paper c ar­ 
ton when he dug up the treasure. 


Lost in 1915 


Police believe that the set must 
have disappeared in 1915, 
be­ 


cause an old, mildewed calendar 
for that year was in the set’s cal­ 
endar holder. 
Is the set valuable? That is 
difficult to determ ine. Police es­ 
tim ate that the bronze alone, of 
which the set is made, is worth 
in the neighborhood of $50. 
An 
antique jew eler from Los Ange­ 
les stated th at it was his opin­ 
ion that the set is valuable. How­ 
ever, he would not venture a 
guess as to the approxim ate val­ 
ue of the treasure. 
Its value 
would derive from its being an 
antique. 
The Indian boy had had the set 
in his possession for some tim e 
before it came to the attention 
of the police. One w hite resident 
of th e local reservation had loan­ 
ed the Indian boy three dollars, 
holding a part of the set as se­ 
curity, 
but 
the 
w hite 
m an 
brought the pieces to the police 
station when he learned that po-

A fter losing his left leg

F rance during the W orld War, 
Cap Lucky returned to the U nit­ 
ed States and entered

U niversity. He later graduated 
from the U niversity of Califor­ 
nia Landscape School. He is con­ 
sidered a qualified city planner. 
W hile attending the U niversity 
of California he took up 
and 
m astered 
gymnastics, 
winning 
th ree university letters. He be­ 
cam e expert on the rings a n d

H e taught in grade schools, ju n ­ 
ior and senior high schools; and 
his last 13 years of w ork in that 
field was principal of a New Je r­ 
sey school w ith 600 pupils and 
a 20-teacher faculty.

D uring his tim e as a school 
teacher Cap Lucky studied nights 
and after school and thus 
ac­ 
quired a m aster’s degree in edu­ 
cational philosophy. He pursued 
his doctor’s degree work in Co­ 
lum bia and R utgers Universities.

Migrant Hordes 


Threaten Jobs 


Of Californians 


Bakersfield, M arch 8. — Ev­ 
ery m an’s job in California 
is 
threatened by the influx of the 
penniless m igrant hordes 
from 
the 
m iddle 
and 
southw estern 
states, A rthur S. Crites of Ba­ 
kersfield, president of the Cali- 
nia Citizens’ Association, warn- 
f o r n i a 
Citizens' 
Association, 
w arned today. 
In an address here, he charged 
that m igrants who are settling in 
the state are threatening its poli­ 
tical and economic life and that 
unless steps are taken at once 
to discourage the influx, "Cali­ 
fornia won’t be California a n y 
more.” 
“We are urging every em ploy­ 
er,” he said, “to h ire only Cali­ 
fornia residents, as a m atter of 
self-preservation. There are now 
six men for every available job 
here which means that e v e r y 
tim e a m igrant is given a 
job 
some citizen must stay on relief. 
We are never going to cut down 
our relief rolls so long as w e con­ 
tinue to hire m igrants for work 
so badly needed by our 
own 
residents.” 
He w arned that unless indigent 
m igration is halted, there w ill be 
a general trend tow ard 
lower 
wages and a consequent lower 
standard of living for all Califor­ 
nia workers. It is a vicious circle 
of reduced wages, declining pur­ 
chasing power, and strangulation 
of industry and business. 
The m igration to 
California 
was caused by high relief bene­ 
fits, high wages, high pensions 
and high standards of living. 
As a step toward helping 
to 
stem the flow of indigents from 
out-of-state, Crites urged 
t h a t 
Californians spread the tru th to 
non-residents contem plating com­ 
ing W est to obtain work, t h a t 
"There A re No Jobs in C alifor­ 
nia.”

Modern Hospital to Palm Springs 
More Than 10 Years Ago 


Courageous! Possessed of the type of confident courage of the 
pioneers that through the ages of history has prom pted m en with 
the strength of their convictions to stake their all on one big ven­ 
tu re in w hich they have faith, of such stuff is Dr. H enry S. Reid 
of Palm Springs made. 


FA ITH IN PALM SPRINGS 


M aking a personal call on Dr. 
Reid one morning of this week 
and w hile there having the pleas­ 
ure of being conducted by the 
Doctor through the com plete hos­ 
pital plant, this reporter 
w a s 
struck by the g ita t courage of 
the man that came here when 
Palm Springs was yet but a very 
sm all village and who had suffi­ 
cient faith in the future of this 
great resort to go “head o v e r 
heels in debt" to establish a com­ 
plete hospital here, 
one 
that 
greatly exceeded the needs of the 
com m unity at that time. That is 
truly the faith of the pioneer, the 
em pire builder. 


Finished in 1929 
Dr. and Mrs. Henry S. Reid 
came to Palm Springs from Den­ 
ver, Colorado, in the fall of 1927, 
the season that El M irador Hotel 
was built, and he established a 
practice at The Desert Inn. The 
following season, having caught 
the vision of w hat this resort 
some day was to become. Dr. 
Reid purchased about half 
an 
acre of land on North Palm Can­ 
yon Drive in the Palm Springs 
Estates, and work was started on 
the Reid Hospital. The first wing 
of the present modern plant was 
completed in the season of 1928­ 
29. 
So m uch confidence 
a n d 
faith did Dr. Reid have in the 
future of Palm Springs that he 
fearlessly shouldered the 
huge 
mortgage, but today that 
big 
debt has been entirely retired. 
The original developm ent, com­ 
pleted in the spring of 1929, com­ 


prised offices, a surgery, solar 
ium, hospital rooms and a p art­ 
ments for the Reids. In those ear 
ly days it was known as Reid's 
Hospital and Solarium. 


Pioneered Sun-Bathing 


Dr. Reid pionecd heliotherapy 
here. Having become interested 
in the work of the great Dr. Rol 
lier of Sw itzerland, he determ in­ 
ed to introduce sun treatm ent to 
this resort — thus the original 
name, Reid’s Hospital and 
So­ 
larium. 
Today, however, helio­ 
therapy is so widely practiced 
that Dr. Reid no longer makes 
a specialty of this type of treat 
ment. W hile he was 
featuring 
heliotherapy, a Hollywood film 
company made a motion picture 
short showing sun treatm ents as 
given by Dr. Reid at 
P a l m 
Springs. 
Enlarged in 1936 
As the com m unity grew, so did 
the business of the Reid Hospi­ 
tal; and by 1936 the hospital had 
so outgrow n its original plant 
that it was found necessary to 
add the new wing. Added were 
an x-ray room, 
laboratory, li­ 
brary and staff study room, an ­ 
other w aiting room, more offices, 
additional treatm ent rooms and 
an em ergency receiving 
room 
w ith outside entrance. 
Well Equipped 
Today the Reid Hospital and 
Clinic stands a complete, 
well 
equipped, modern hospital com­ 
prising in all some 65 rooms and 
mploying a staff of 12 people.

hom e-atm os- 
phere feature of the Reid Hospi­ 
tal is the beautiful law ned court 
around w hich it is built. Here 
during the day patients can be 
wheeled out to bask in the sun; 
or if the day is very w arm , they 
can rest in the shade of the beau­ 
tiful pepper and grapefruit trees 
that are grow ing in the patio.

Dear Mr. Barkow: Those in Palm Springs who have been 
w ondering what is to be done about recreational needs here 
snay allay any fears they may have had in regard to a non­ 
existent body for this purpose. 
There is very definitely an active Board of Recreation ap­ 
pointed by our H onorable Mayor which acts directly as a part 
of the city governm ent. 
The board has brought the evening softball gam es to the 
F ield Club which started last July and ran through the m iddle 
• f December, and they w ill again be resum ed in the near future 
now that the weather permits. Last m onth the board w as re­ 
sponsible for the President s Benefit Ball at Frances S. Stevens 
school, which provided a fine evening of recreation and enter­ 
tainm ent for those w ho attended and a fair profit w ent directly 
to meet expenses of the above m entioned gam es. 
A bridge and gam e night is to be held early in April at the 
W oman's Club which w ill be sponsored by this board and ar­ 
ranged by the Coordinating Council. 
T he board is now spon­

Submitted To 


C. ofC. Members 


The board of directors of the 
C ham ber of Commerce on Tues­ 
day decided to mail copies of the 
proposed sign ordinance to each 
m em ber of the C ham ber before 
endorsing the measure. The di­ 
rectors voted to guarantee the 
Lim elight 520 for setting 
the 
type, in case the ordinance is not 
introduced to the council, and a 
m axim um of $10.00 for printing 
the copies. 
The concensus of opinion of 
the directors was th at the o r­ 
dinance is a good one and is 
O.K. as w ritten, but before tak^ 
ing action it was desired to have 
the opinion of the membership. 
The Cham ber’s sign comm ittee, 
Earl Coffman, H. E. "P at” P a t­ 
terson and Harold Hicks, report­ 
ed th a t they had 
interviewed 
most of the business m en who 
would 
be put on considerable 
expense in changing th eir signs 
to conform to the ordinance, and 
all of them, w ith but one excep­ 
tion, agreed they would w illing­ 
ly comply w ith the ordinance and 
that they approved its provis­ 
ions. 
The ordinance provides 
that 
all signs m ust be parallel with 
the building fronts, and that no 
sign be larger than 20 square 
feet, nor more than 30 square 
feet of signs on any property. 
Neon tubing outlining fronts of 
buildings would have to be re­ 
moved. 
City Attorney Roy 
Colegate 
read the proposed ordinance to 
the directors, and stated that the 
planning commission had been 
w orking on it for more than a 
year. 
At the city council 
m eeting 
W ednesday evening M ayor Boyd 
said th a t he hoped there would 
be at least two public readings 
of th e ordinance before it 
is 
adopted by the council. It prob­ 
ably w ill be introduced at the 
next m eeting of the council.

Business License 


Fee Be Lowered 


Rufus J. Chapm an, president of 
the Palm Springs Realty Board, 
appeared before the city council 
Wednesday night of this week to 
request that the business license 
fee for real estate brokers be 
lowered to $12 per year and that 
the business license fee for real 
estate salesmen be done aw ay 
w ith entirely. 
Chapman stated 
that he had been requested by 
the realty board to appear be­ 
fore the council. 
"Salesmen in other lines 
of 
business are not licensed," as­ 
serted Mr. Chapm an. He pointed 
out 
that 
autom obile salesmen, 
salesmen in stores and o t h e r 
types of sales persons are not re­ 
quired to pay city business li­ 
censes and asked w hy only the 
real estate salesmen are penalized 
for working. 
He also asked that the broker’s 
city license fee be lowered from 
$18 to $12. Chapm an pointed out 
that attorneys, doctors, dentists 
and other professional m en are 
only charged $12 per year, and 
asked why the real estate profes­ 
sion must pay more. 
Rufust C hapm an pointed out 
that the Palm Springs 
R ealty 
Board has made possible a clean 
real estate profession in this com ­ 
m unity. He stated that if t h e 
salesmen must continue to pay a 
city business license fee, 
they 
will be forced to drop their m em ­ 
bership in the 
Palm 
Springs 
Realty Board and in the C alifor­ 
nia Real Estate Association, as 
the salesmen are not financially 
able to stand all this expense. If 
all salesmen in 
Palm 
Springs 
dropped out of the realty board, 
it would probably spell the end 
of the board, Chapm an stated, 
which would be a bad thing for 
the real estate profession of the 
community. 
The realty board decided at its 
m onthly m eeting held M onday 
neon th at the council should be 
asked to take this action. The 
m atter was referred to the finance 
com m ittee of the city council.

Rodeo sold Indians rugs at the 
F ield Club in direct competition 
w ith the local merchants. The 
man was granted a free business 
license by the city. 
The Palm Springs 
m erchant 
should be given first preference 
in the m atter of concessions for 
the D esert Circus, A nnual Rodeo, 
etc., Mr. Cregar stated. The local 
Indian trader pointed out t h a t 
Palm Springs has an unusually 
fine group of m erchants, and ask­ 
ed w hy these local 
merchants 
could not be approached. He stat­ 
ed th at the food, soft 
drinks, 
souvenirs, “knick-knacks” 
a n d 
other concessions could probably 
all be handled locally. 
At the request of the Desert 
Circus com m ittee the city coun­ 
cil W ednesday night voted 
to 
w ave the paym ent of business li­ 
cense fees on the p art of Desert 
Circus concessioneers in t h o s e 
cases w here the Circus 
would 
share in the profits of the con­ 
cession. However, the council de­ 
cided th at free business licenses 
would not be granted in cases 
w here the concession m ight be in 
com petition with any local m er­ 
chant. Before a free license will 
be granted, the prospective con­ 
cessioneer will be required to re­ 
port to City Clerk G uy Pinncy or

Springs merchant. 
The council decided to 
give 
first preference to local 
m er­ 
chants in the granting of
